T he question is often asked how much money tho state saves 
when there is no snow to plow off the roads. As far as the gravel 
loads are concerned, there is no saving at all, according to a State 
Highway bulletin. 
Due to the heavy traffic, maintenance men must keep right on 
through the winter smoothing the surface when there is no snow, 
and the maintenance payroll in a month like November or Decem­ 
ber of this year is greater than it would be if there were a mod­ 
erate amount of snow, although not as large as in months of ab­ 
normally heavy snow like December, 1927. 
There is also a heavy loss of gravel when there is no snow. 
Where traffic is heavy, the surface material is ground up so that 
each passing car throws some of it onto the roadsides. 
The loss 
amounts to many loads of gravel per mile during a snowiest win­ 
ter. 
The greater the traffic, the greater the loss. 
On paved routes, absence of snow effects an actual saving. 
Snowplowing costs as much on paved as on unpaved routes, but 
when there is no snow, there is no winter maintenance expense 
en the pavements.

JSN OW OR NO SNOW; ROADS COST MONEY 


T h e question is often asked how much money the state saves 
when there is no snow to plow off the roads. As far as the gravel 
roads are concerned, there is no saving at all, according to a State 
Highway bulletin. 
Due to the heavy traffic, maintenance men must keep right on 
through the winter smoothing the surface when there is no snow, 
and the maintenance payroll in a month like November or Decern 
ber of this year is greater than it would be if there were a mod­ 
erate amount of snow, although not as large as in months of ab­ 
normally heavy snow like December, 1927. 
There is also a heavy loss of gravel when there is no snow. 
Where traffic is heavy, the surface material is ground up so that 
each passing car throws some of it onto the roadsides. 
The loss 
amounts to many loads of gravel per mile during a snowless win­ 
ter. 
The greater the traffic, the greater the loss. 
On paved routes, absence of snow effects an actual saving. 
Snowplowing costs as much on paved as on unpaved routes, but 
when there is no snow, there is no winter maintenance expense 
en the pavements.

He Wanted to Flay Joke 
Henry Elvig. Latter 
Injured 


A fa n ta stic story of sun play 
a lonely road late In the day that 
came dangerously near to being e 
tragedy • Ame to light today with the 
arraignment in municipal court be­ 
fore Judge J. H. Warner this morn­ 
ing of H. A. Burg, of Wadena on the 
charge of second degree assault upon 
Henry Elvig. Brainerd, last Sunday 
evening. 
His head cut and bruised Elvig 
told the story yesterday to County 
Attorney 
Arthur 
J. 
Sullivan 
and, 
Sheriff Claus A. Theorln cf how he 
was struck over the head with a gun 
by Burg, was dragged from the car 
he was driving, forced to lie down on 
the ground where Burg pressed the 
barrel of the gun against the back 
of his head and pressed the triage •** 
He told of hearing the click of th*' 
loaded gun and the realization then 
that the bullet failed to discharge 
and of his next movements when he 
reached behind his head with his left 
hand, grabbed the gun, threw Bura 
over his shoulder, pinning him on the 
ground and seizing the gun from 
him. 
He told of forcing Burg into 
Ifis car at the point of gun and drtv 
Ing him to Brainerd covering him 
with the gun all the way. 
He told 
of leaving Burg in a Brainerd hotel 
f< r the night when he failed at til 
time of his arrival to locate a polit** - 
nmn. 
Judge Warner considered the *«***!- 
ousncss of the charge, ordering t'l 
youth held to the district court on 
bonds of $1,500. 
Tile Wadena boy* 
mother was expected to furnish the 
bonds this afternoon. 
The charge was brought by County 
Attorney Sullivan who alter hearing 
EJhig'B story ordered Burg im me­ 
diately arrested. 
He was picked up 
by the Sheriff's department at Crosby 
yesterday and brought to Brainerd. 
Burg has confessed to practically 
all of the complaints against him, 
saying that lie did it as a joke upon 
Elvig. 
He had known Elvig only 
rn© week, it was n a m e d . 
The episode happened Sunday eve­ 
ning about 10:30 o’clock about th r o ' 
mi lea. west of Ironton on Highway 
No. 2. 
1-lvig was returning to his 
home in Brainerd from Crosby Where 
he works in the Lovdahl Drug Co. 
stere. 
A sharp report which resembled 
the explosion of a tire blowout made 
Elvig stop the Ford roadster he was 
driving, he said. 
As he did so, Burg 


who had jumped on the rear of the 
car unnoticed as It left Crosby, ac­ 
cording to the authorities, broke the 
glass in the rear of the roadster and 
hit Elvig over the head with the bar­ 
rel bt the gun. 
As Elvig slumped 
in the seat in a dazed condition from 
the blow. Burg forced him from th*' 
car. making him lie down on th** 
ground. 
He then struck Elvig over 
the head with the gun again, it Is 
alleged, and pressed the gun into the 
back of his head pulling the trigger. 
It was then that Elvig grabbed the 
gun. overpowered him and brought 
him to Brainerd with him. 
Elvig gave the gun to the county 
attorney. It will be used as evidence 
in the trial which will be heard In 
district court next May. 
The gun, a l l o guage Stevens, was 
scratched on the barrel where it was 
used to break the window of the car. 
♦he county attorney asserts. 
The tirst sh ell'placed in the gun 
was discharged into the air. 
The 
second shell which was inserted in 
the gun had been nicked by the ham. 
mer but had failed to discharge. 
Ct linty Attorney Sullivan said to­ 
day that it was miraculous that the 
gun Caried to discharge the second 
time. 
The shell is at present in the 
hands of the county attorney and 
will 
he 
used 
as evidence 
against 
Burg. 
While Burg's home is at Wadena 
he 
has 
been 
staying 
recently 
at 
Crosby.

IN GUN PLAY EPISODE

H. A. Burg, of Wadena, Arraigned on 
Charge of Second Degree 
Assault 


HELD IN DISTRICT COURT 


Said He Wanted to Play Joke on 
Henry Elvig, Latter 
Injured 
A fantastic story of gun play jn 
a lonely road late in the day that 
came dangerously near to being a 
tragedy came to light today with the 
arraignm ent in municipal court be­ 
fore Judge J. H. W arner this m orn­ 
ing of H. A. Burg, of W adena on the 
charge of second degree assault upon 
H enry Elvig, Brainerd, last Sunday 
evening. 
His head cut and bruised Elvig 
told the story yesterday to County 
Attorney 
A rthur 
J. 
Sullivan 
and 
Sheriff Claus A. Theorin cf how he 
was struck over the head with a gun 
by Burg, was dragged from the car 
he was driving, forced to lie down on 
the ground where Burg pressed the 
barrel of the gun against the back 
of his head and pressed the trigger. 
He told of hearing the click of the 
loaded gun and the realization then 
th a t the bullet failed to discharge 
and of his next movements when he 
reached behind his head with his left 
hand, grabbed the gun, threw Burg 
over his shoulder, pinning him on the 
ground and seizing the gun from 
him. 
He told of forcing Burg into 
IDs car at the point of gun and driv­ 
ing him to Brainerd covering him 
with the gun all the way. 
He told 
of leaving Burg in a Brainerd hotel 
for the night when he failed at the 
time of his arrival to locate a police­ 
man. 
Judge W arner considered the seri­ 
ousness of the charge, ordering the 
youth held to the district court on 
bonds of $1,500. 
The W adena boy's 
motlier was expected to furnish the 
bonds this afternoon. 
The charge was brought by C o u n t y 
Attorney Sullivan who after hearing 
EJyig’s story ordered Burg im me­ 
diately arrested. 
He was picked up 
by the Sheriff’s department at Crosby 
yesterday and brought to Brainerd. 
Burg has confessed to practically 
all of the complaints against him, 
saying that lie did it as a joke upon 
Elvig. 
He had known Elvig only 
one week, it was learned. 
'the episode happened Sunday eve­ 
ning about 10:3Q o’clock about three 
miles, west of Ironton on Highway 
No. 2. 
Elvig was returning to his 
home iii Brainerd from Crosby where 
he works in the Lovdahl Drug Co. 
stere. 
A sharp report which resembled 
the explosion of a tire blowout made 
Elvig stop the Ford roadster he was 
driving, he said. 
As he did so, Burg 


who had jumped on the rear of the 
car unnoticed as It left Crosby, ac­ 
cording to the authorities, broke the 
glass in the rear of the roadster and 
hit Elvig over the head with the bar­ 
rel bf the gun. 
As Elvig slumped 
in the seat in a dazed condition from 
the blow. Burg forced him from the 
car. making him lie down on the 
ground. 
He then struck Elvig over 
the head with the gun again, it is 
alleged, and pressed the gun into the 
back cf his head pulling the trigger. 
It was then that Elvig grabbed the 
gun, overpowered him and brought 
him to Brainerd with him. 
Elvig gave the gun to the county 
attorney. It will be used as evidence 
in the trial which will be heard iii 
district court next May. 
The gun, a 410 guage Stevens, was 
scratched on the barrel where it was 
used to break the window of the car. 
*he county attorney asserts. 
The first sh e ll'placed in the gun 
was discharged into the air. 
The 
second shell which was inserted in 
the gun had been nicked by the ham. 
mer but had failed to discharge. 
County Attorney Sullivan said to­ 
day that it was miraculous that the 
gun failed to discharge the second 
time. 
The shell is at present in the 
hands of the county attorney and 
will 
be 
used 
as evidence against 
Burg. 
While Burg’s home is at Wadena 
he 
has 
been 
staying 
recently 
at 
Crosby.
